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EMPRESS TRAGEDY 
RECALLED. 


FILIPINO STUDENT ON 
CAPITAL CHARGE. 


An investigation into the tragic 
shooting of John Harriaon. a 
plumber on board the Empress of 
Ruasla, who was fatally shot whilat 
the versel waa on her way from 
Hongkong to Maniln on February 
24 Inst, was commenced before Mr. 
Hamilton at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy yesterday, when Martin 
Gonzales Correa. described an a 
student aged 29 years, appeared 
before the Court on the capital 
charge. - 

Mr. If. Somerset Fitzroy (Public 
Prosceutor) appeared for the 
Crown. while the accused was not 
legally, represented. 

The Incident. was briefly ex- 
ninined to his Worship by Mr. 
Fitzroy, who said that the accused 
waa alleged to have shot the plumber 
with a revolver. Harrison eventually 
dying after falling unconscious. A 
Chinese was alao wounded nt the 
time. There seemed to be Httle 
direct evidence, those who saw any. 
thing having divembarked at their 
destinations while a man who had 
taken the revolver from the accured 
had also left the ship. 

In reply to his Worship, Mr. 
Fitzroy anid that the Chinese who 
waa wounded secmed to have scen a 
certain amount. In a statement to 
the Police, the accused anid that it 
was due to the state of his mind 
that he had committed the act. 
Proetically the whole case against 
him was his own atatement. There 
seemed to be nbaolutely no motive. 


Dr. M. F. D. Grahnm, shtp’s sur- 
geon, was the first witness called. 
He said that he was summoned to 
attend to the plumber. who was 
lying on “BY Deck suffering from 
a yrun-shot wound in his head. The 
bullet had entered at an angle un- 
der the left jaw and had its exit on 
the left side of the forchend. 

“I knew he wns dying.” continued 
Dr. Graham, “and I invited two 
physicians, who were travelling on 
the ahip, to meet me in consulta- 
tion.” The two pasaengers were 
Dr. Schoenlciber, of the Standard 
O Company and a Filipino medical 
practitioner. Harrison had al- 
ready been treated and removed to 
witness’ cabin. After the consulta- 
lion, the three doctors considered 
the case to be hopeless, and could 
do nothing to save the man’s life. 
He.died at 9.35 p.m., about ‘an hour 
after witness was first called to the 
seone, 

When witneas recelved the sum- 
mons to attend to Harrison. he had 
been treating a Chiflese who had 
been shot. This man was suffering 
from a. superficial gun-shot wound 
in the scalp, Harrison’s body was 
lunded at Manila. 


Bullet From Man's Head. 


Witness gave it as his opinion 
that the tnjury to Harrison had 
been caused by a .32 bullet, and 
when given a spent bullet he agreed 
that it might have been caused by 
a similar missile. - Witness added 
that the bullet produced had been 
cut from the licad of the Chinese, 
who had been wounded. : 

His Worship: You cut it out of 
the man’s head! 

Witness: Yes, he was very for- 
tunate. 

Continuing, witness said that the 
following morning he examined the 
mental condition of the accused, 
who was then under arrest. “fam 
noriy,” said witness In reply to Mr. 
Fitzroy who asked the result of the 
uxamination, “but Iam not pre- 
pared to say. 1 could not make up 
my mind. There was the language 
dilficulty.” Witness mentioned that 
he had to speak to the accused 
through an, interpreter, and it was 
very. dificult to carry out a satis- 
factory examination unless the 
medical officer could speak the man’s 
Innguage. 

Mr. Fitzroy: You can’t help us 
in any way? woe 

Witness: No, I’m sorry,

POLICE AND WITNESSES FAIL 
TO APPEAR. 


There wax.an abrupt termina- 
tion to the henring. of 2 death in- 
quiry which was to have been helt 
by Mr. Hamilton and a jury at 
the Kowloon Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon, when it was discovered 
that the Polieo together with all 
the witnesses" had, through an 
omission on the part of the Court 
officials, failed to appear, the heur- 
ing bolng adjourned sine die, 

After the jury had been sworn, 
the Coroner mentioned that the 
ense which they were to investi- 
gate was the death of a Thinese 
boy, Kwok Ping, aged sevon, who 
was killed on February 2 Inat by 
a motor bus, The Jury would, he 
thought, find it a perfectly 
stralght-forward . -case. Indeed, 
he would not have held an in- 
quiry with n jury except that it 
was the opinion of the Magis- 
‘trates, who acted as Coroners in 
lfongkong, that in the case of 
death In a motor accident, with 
very few exceptions, there should 
be an inquiry, He thought that 
the jury would find very. little 
difficulty in making up their minds 
in the present case. 

It was then announced to the, 
Coroner by the usher that the: 
Police and all the witnesses had 
not attended Court. 

Addressing the jury, the Coro- 
ner anid he regretted io huve to 
tell them thnt he had just been in- 
furmed the Police had apparently 
mnde some mistuke about the case. 

There was no traffic Inspector 
present, no doctor and no wit- 
nesses at all, We deeply regret- 
ted that he and the jury had been 
given the trouble, but all he could 
do was to adjourn the inquiry and 
he would notify them to attend 
when required. 

The Coroner “assured the jury: 
that the matter would be dealt ; 
with. 

It was subsequently discovered 
that the misunderstanding had 
arisen among the Coroner's staff, 
who had omitted to notify the 
Police. a 


in the steerage he proceeded to the 
scene and found Harrison. lying on 
his back on the pert side of “C” 
Deck. . Witness saw nobody else at 
the moment, but immediately after- 
wards he saw the accused on the 
starboard. aide, Accused shouted 
something which sounded to witness 
like “Are you looking for me?” 


: ‘ 
Firearms Issuer, - 


Accused then picked up either a 
chopper or a knife from one of .the 
mess tables and witness retreated 
up the stairs for assistance. He 
proceeded up to the bridge with the 
intention of getting a firearm, and 
found that arms were already being 
issued to other officers, Witness’ 
secured an electric torch and went 
to search the “B” deck for the ac- 
cused. : ‘ . 

Witness sent an armed party to 
search the “C' Deck while two or 
of the 
crew proceeded down and carried 
Harrison up to “B” Deck. Later 
the party returned with the accused 
in custody. Witness had given in- 
structions for the arrest of the ac- 
cused hecnuse he had previously. 
seen him on “C” Deck when he first 
found Harrison. 

The accused was. detained in a 
cabin, and eventually handed over 
to the Police in Hongkong. During 
his search-of the-“'B" deck. witness 
war handed the revolver produced 
'vy-another Filipino passenger of the 
chip. This man. went ashore at 
Manila. The revolver was then 
still warm, showing that it had very 
recently been fired. 

In reply to the Magistrate, wit- 
ness said that he had known Har- 
rison on and off for five years. He 
was a very quiet man and had a good 
record in every respect. Witnesa 
knew of nothing anybody had 
against him. He (witness) could 
not imagine Harrison to be the sort 
of man who would lose his temper 
and strike anybody. ; 

The hearing was adjourned until 
this afternoon. .

It has been 
passed, over the President's veto, 
in the curious belief that the cir- 
culation of liberal supplies of cnah 
xmong a favoured class of the 
community will lead to spending 
with liberality, thus forcing up the 
price of commodities and breaking 
the industrial depression! Ag 
pointed out by Mr. Coolidge, 
nmong many, the proposition ia a 
phontasmagoria. If there were 
anything in a proposal to restore 
prosperity by making a section of 
the community comparatively 
wealthy, why limit it to these 
select few? Why not double the- 
colossal expenditure and the num- 
her of those who would profit by 
it? Every financial authority, 
whether apenking from the Tren- 
sury Department, which will have 
to borrow the money,.from the 
Senate or from the offices of banks 
und insurances companies. has nn- 
turally eondemned the scheme 
roundly, But the Bill has been 
passed and the Government, is 
presumably bound to put. it into 
operation. “It means that in‘ the 
next two years, the Government 
will need to borrow hugd sums 
from the banks.

At the time when 
Hobbes wrote his “Great Lovia- 
than,” the word “enthusiastic” 
vas a term of reproach. When 
Hobbes calicd a man an 
“enthusiast” he meant the man 
was a fanatic—almost, to use a 
rather loose modern equivalent, 
a “Bolshevik.” That, is an in- 
stance of a word that has gone 
up in ‘the -world, for nowadays 
men who are “enthusiastic” are 
accorded a certain merit, unless, 
of course, their - enthusiasm is 
directed to murder or arson or 
similar activities. i 

On the other hand, the word 
Puritan, which originally must 
have had n purely religious and 
political significance, has now 
lost that significance, and 
eternally nssociated with 
mentility of the Cardiff Watch 
Committee and the borough 
council of some of our const 
resorts, That is an example of 
a word going down in the world 
—a very long way down too. | 

Now it is possible to make some 
exceedingly iHuminating specula- 
tions aa to the probable develop 
menta of sume words which we 
use to-day. I myself think that 
an Engllishman of 2031, desiring 
to describe a man who wastes all 
his opportunities, will not say 
that man is a “wastrel” or a 
“rolling stone.” He will simply 
any that mon is a “conservative.” 

. e - « 

Every will at once’know what 
he meang, nor will there be any 
danger. of confusion with the 
political significance, for by 2031 
the Conservative Party will  pro- 
bably be extinct—if St continues 
to be run on ita present lines. — 

Similarly, if he desires to in- 
dicate » man who cannot make 
up his mind, a prevaricator, a 
mental Humpty Dumpty, he -will 
pay, quite simply, “So-and-so is 
a Liberal.”

ARGENTINA WILD WITH 
- ENTHUSIASM. 


REACH THE CAPITAL. 


Buenos Aires, Mar. 6. 

The Prince of Wales and Prince 
George arrived by air from Mar 
del Plata, their plane being escorted 
by twenty-five Argentine Army 
planes. 

The Princes made « beautiful 
landing at Palomar aerodrome, 
where they were welcomed by the 
British Ambassador, Sir Ronald 


Macleay, -and Colonel Zuloaga, the |: 


Chief of the Argentine Army Air 
Service. 

A crowd of over a thousand was 
waiting at the aerodrome, who 
rousingly cheered the Royal 
visitors, 

The Princes later left for Buenos 
Aires by special train. The city 
is gaily beflagged in their honour, 

The Prince of Wales and Prince 
George arrived at Mar del Plata, 
the Brighton of ‘the Argen- 
tine, last night, escorted by 
nine Air Foree machines, from 
Bahia Blanca, two houra behind 
scheduled time owing to bad wea- 
ther, rain and low clouds, which 
often obliged the Princes, i 
separate machines, to fly at an 
eiciide, of only’ a few hendred 
eet, 

Thousands of people motored 
to the acrodrome, which is twenty 
miles from the ‘town, and wel- 
comed the Princes. There were 
Scenes of amazing excitement, 

Later, their Royal Highnesses 
dined and danced at the golf club, 
where there was more enthusiasm,

“As to this,” it saya, “there is 
signifivantly yniform evidence that 
while certain. kinds of imported 
wines command ‘high prices. and 
now ‘and then‘the pressure of en- 


forcement raises all prices for af 


tine at someone spot, whiaky. of 
good quality is obtainable substan- 
tiully everywhere at prices not ex- 
travagant for.persons of means, 
It is'true many cannot afford these 
prices and for them ‘a large amount 
of cheap, poor grade, or even pol- 
sonous Hquor. is. constantly pro- 
duced and is in general circulation. 

“The conclusion is that erforce- 
ment jn not renching the sources 
of production and: distritution so 
as materially to affect the supply.” 

There fs evidence of law viola- 
tion in citles of even auch typical- 
ly dry states’ as Virginia and 
Kansas, the commission reports, 
while in states that are-frankly 
“wet,” and. particularly those 
which havo not- given local police 
co-operation; "it {s obvious. that} 
there fs not effective enforcement

CHINESE LAD ORDERED A 
CANING. 


KOWLOON INCIDENT. 


Accepting the evidence of the 
prosecution, Mr. Hamilton, at the 
Kowloon Magistracy to-day, con- 
Vieted a vouny Chinese who ap- 
reared oh remand on a charge of 
stealing, a pair of roller skates be- 
longing to the son of Dr. and Mra. 
H. F. Sommers of the Peninsula 
Hotel, , 

Dr. Sommers, in evidence, said 
that he was ‘looking out of his 
Window nnd saw his son searching 
in the yard at the rear of the 
Y.M.C|A. Witness subsequently 
learned from hig son that he had 
lost a pair of skates. After the 
boy had left the premises and 
returned to the Hotel, witness saw 
the defendant, whom he identified, 
and another man go to Salisbury 
Road, look up and down and then 
return to the yard. The defen- 
dant took the skates from under a 
machine and then returned to his 
shed. . 

Witness then “went downstairs 
and demanded tae orcturn of the 
skates from the defendant, who 
denied all knowledge of the 
skates, 

Atfey hearing ‘further evidence, 
hia Worship registered a ‘convic- 
tion, In sentencing the defen- 
dant to twelve strokes of the cane, 
his Worship remarked that he was 
not anxious to send him to prison, 
and_jny fine which he might im- 
Pose would only fall -on his 
parents. a9 

Detective Sul-Inspector Elston 
remarked to his Worship that‘the 
defendant was not,-as he shad 
desertbed himself) a “boy” in the 
employ of the Y.MLC.A., but was 
the son of the contractor engaged 
on construction work at the rear of 
the premises, .
